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Continuation of 11 . Does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: In page 4, the applicant argued that "Nakamura et 
al. fails to disclose the guiding element and removable tensioning element with a tension surface. However, the principle of operation of the 
tensioned provided in White et al. is the opposite of Nakamura et al." In response the cited documents Nakamura et al. disclose over-jump 
protection element and also disclose tensioned shoe 21, and White et al. teach removable tensioning element with a tension surface. It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to combine the over-jump protection 
element of the Nakamura et al. and removable tensioning element with a tension surface of the White et al. and place inside the 
transmission chain would not significantly change the function of the mechanism and involves only routine skill in the art. 

As per dependent claim 5, Hoffmann et al. discloses a sprocket retention/chain guide member 21 and slot 53 and 54 protect the 
chain from misaligned. 
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
